ferent one. + I put your Lordſhips the cale plainly, as *tis 
now before us. My principle is, That the King is King by 
Law, and by the ſame Law that tbe poor Mai enjoys bis Cot- 
tage 3 and fo it becomes the concern of every man in Exg- 
lard, that has but his liberty, to maintain and detend. to 
his urmoſt, the King in all his Rights and Prerogatives. 
My Prir.ciple is alſo, That the Lords Houſe, and the Fudica- 
ture and Rights belonging toit, are an Eſſential part of the Go- 
vernument, and Eftabliſhed by the ſame Law ; The King 
governing and adminiſtring Juſtice by His Houſe of Lords, 
and adviſing with both His Houſes of Parliament in all im- 
portant matters, is the Government I own, am born under, 
and am obliged to. If ever there ſhould happen in future 
ages ( which God forbid ) a King governing by an Army, 
without His Parliament, *tis a Government I own nor, am 
not obliged ro, nor was born under. Accordinz to this 
Principle, my honeſt man that holds ir, nauſt endeavour 
equally to preſerve the frame of the Governmeat, in all the 
parts of it, and cannot fatisfie his Conſcience to give up 
the Lords Houſe for the Service of the Crown, or to take 
away the juſt rights and priviledges of the Houſe of Com» 
mons to pleaſe the Lords, Bur there is another Principle 
got into the World, my Lords, that hath not been long 
there; for Arch-Biſhop Laxd was the firſt Author that I re- 
memberot it : And I cannot find, that the Jeſuites, or in- 
deed the Popiſh Clergy hath eves own'd it, but ſome of the 
\Epiſcopal Clergy of our Britiſh. Iſles ; and *tiz withal,(as 
*t1s new) ſo the moſt dangerous deſtructive Doftrine to 
our.Government and Law, that ever was. *Tis the fir of 
the Cannons publiſhed by the Convocation, 1640. That 
Monarchy is of Divine Right, T his Doftine was then preached 
up, and maintained by Sibthorp, Manwaring, ani others, 
and of Jater years, by a Book publiſhed by Dr. S2x4e;ſor, 
Biſhop of Lincoln, under the name of Arch-Biſhop Uſher; and 
now much it 1s, ſpread awongſt our Dignitieci Clerzy, is 
very eaſily known. Weall azree, That the King and His 
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Government, is 49 be obeyed for Conſcience ſake ; and' that the 


| Divine Precepts, requre not onely here, but in all parts of 


the World, Obedience to Lawful Governowre, But that this 
Family are our Kings, and this particular frame of Govern- 
ment, 1s our lawful Conſtitution, and obliges us, is owing 
onely to the particular Laws of our Country. This Lau- 
dean Dottrine was the root that produced the Bill of Teſt 
laſt Sefion, and ſome very perplexed Oaths that are of the 
ſame nature with that, dre impoſed by ſeveral Ads of 
this Parliament, © 

In a word, if this Doqrinebe:true, our Magna Charta 
is of no force, our Laws are but Rules amongft our ſelves 
during the Kings pleaſure. Monarchy, if of Divine Right, 
cannot be bounde: or limited by humane Laws, nay, whats 
more, cannot bind it telf; and All our Claims of right by 
t ve Law, or Conſtitution of the Government, All the Juris- 
diftion and Priviledge cf this Houſe, All the Rights and 
Privileges of the Houſe of Commons, All the Properties 
and Liberties of the People, are to give way, not. onely ro 
the intereſt, but the will and pleaſire of the Crown.
